WATER USERS SPEAK. 

“Be it resolved by the - San Gabric! 
Weter Committee known as \the Com- 
mittee of Nine, representing irrigators 
and ucers of water of the San Gabriel 
River, and inhabitants of Azusa, 
Duarte, Covina, Glendora, Vineland and 
others, that we view with alarm the 
bill lately introduced*in the United 
States Senate by Senator Perkins, 
known as $. 3711. which contemplates 
the granting in perpetuity rights of 
way and other franchises in the San 
Gabriel and other reserves, with the 
view of permanently diverting the wa- 
ters of the San.Gabriel and other riv- 
ers from their natural channels, and 
thereby destroying the reservoir capac- 
ity of sald forest reservations, and we 
request the aid and support of all 
friends of irrigatien, and all friends of 
Southern California’ having its’ pros-

The Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad has granted a haif-fare 
rate for this-reund-trip excursion, the 
reduction being effective to all points 
in the Valley as far north as Stockton, 
The extreme limit of the tickets is ten 
days, and stop-over privileges are 
granted at any point, going or return- 
ing.

Epifanio ‘Romero Shot 
by His Enemy. 


Fatally Hit. 


Ustorio Linares Uses Gun at 
, Sata Fe Springs and 
Gee Disappears.

Epifanio Romero, aged 28, lies on 
what probably will be his deathbed at 
the County Hospital,

In fifty out of 
every one hundred cases this ts fatal, 
even to healthy patients, and with men 
like this one there is hardly one chance 
in a hundred.

consideration that the headquarters of 
the Chamber of Commerce would be 
established on the premises in ques- 
tion. : 

At the time this selemn obligation 
was taken the matter of location for 
the proposed new home for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce was considered 
finally séttied. The directors had long 
deliberated over the quéstion of an 
available and proper site, -and offers 
from property owners in various sec- 
_tions of the business district were in- 
‘vited. There was spirited competition 
and much discussion of the several 
sites proposed, but in one instance only 
‘“was the proposal accompanied by the 
' yequiréd cash bonus of at least $30,000.

Joseph Mesmer, Fred Eaton and A. 
W. Rhodes, three of the hardest work- 
ers in behalf of raising a bonus of 
$30,000 in order to procure a site for 
the Chamber of Commerce on Broad- 
way north of Second street, and who 
contributed liberally of théeir own 
money for the purpose, have since dis- 
posed of most of their property in the 
vicinity of the purchased site, but they 
have not-lost interest in the carrying 
out of the project. - 

JOSEPH MESMER’S VIEWS. 

“There is absolutely no excuse for 
the reopening of this question,” said 
Mr. -Mesmer yesterday. ‘In_ first 
place there was a free-for-all ght on 
the question of location. The directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce invited 
proposals for a site for the proposed 
building. Competition was open to all 
sections of the city, and many. differ- 
ent sites were proposed. Ht. was under- 
stood that the site to be selected would 
have to be centrally located, and that 
the adjacent, property owners would bo 
required to put up a handsome bonus. 
| We found a suitable site, not only as 
to price and location, but undertook to 
raise a subsidy of $30,000. We presentcd 
our proposition. It was received and 
discussed open and above board. The 
advocates pf other sites had every op- 
portunity to submit a counter-proposi- 
tion and a better one if they had it, 
but they did not do it. Consequently 
our offer was accepted and we went to 
work to make good our proposal. ; 

“It was agreed between the directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce and our 
committee that as soon as we raised 
the $30,000 bonus they would purchasé 
the lot and proceed at once with the 
erection of a building of not less than 
three or four stories. We worked hard 
to get the necessary subscriptions. I 
put in at least three weeks of solid 
time myself on the proposition, and 
there were other members of the com- 
mittee who devoted their time and ef- 
forts to the same purpose in a like de- 

. The result was that we raised. 
not only the $39,000 promised,. but 
nearly $32,060, over $30,000 of which has 
been collected, and the rest is good 
and can be collected with little trouble. 

“But what have tre directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce done toward the 


carrying ovi of their agreement? 
Nothing. The board has not Shown 
good faith in the maiter. A few 


knockers have gone ito work and pre- 
vented action of any kind. I have 
gone to the directors having the mat- 
ter in charge at least a dozen times 


on procrastinating. There are persons 
with axes to grind, who are trying tv 
kill the project. These people § are 
‘animated by selfish motives. They 
would not give the required bonus 
themselves, in order to secure the loca. 
tion; they want to prevent their more 
enterprising neighbors from maping 
any of the benefits that would resuit 
from having such a building located 
adjacent to their property. 

“There can be no valid objection to 
the site selected. It is the best. prop- 
erty in the city today, at the price 
paid for it. There is nothing to parallel 
it as an investment. There is no loca- 
tion for a building of the kind con- 
templated that would. produce more 
revenue, °
